periods  of  duty  had  reported  similar  observations*  Mrs  Chamberlin  could  net  spe- 
cifically describe  these  and  alternately  referred  to  these  as  tinsel,  paper  and/or 
cardboard  of  slXber  color  with  yellow  centers*  During  entire  conversation  Mrs  Chaia* 
berlln  was  unable  to  be  specific  concerning  observations  and  described  objects 
differently  each  time*  It  wae  difficult  to  aialntain  conversation  on  this  topic  alone 
as  SOURCS  continued  to  emphaaiza  her  desire  te  be  cooperative  and  of  her  patriotic 
regard  of  duty  at  present  and  of  her  efforts  during  the  war  as  an  auxilliary  police- 
woman* Based  on  above,  it  appeared  that  Mrs  Chamberlin  was  oyer-jealous  in  her  de- 
sire to  be  of  service,  and  because  of  these  factors  and  lack  of  technical  back- 
ground, reliability  of  SOUKCS  is  rated  as  peer*

ephonically  interviewed  and  advised  that  he  is  USAF  supervisor  ef  BIrs  Chamberlin  and 
described  her  as  tending  to  be  somewhat  eccentric*  Sgt  Bray  stated  further  that  he 
believed  Mrs  Chamberlin  te  be  sincere,  however  she  was  overly  cooperative  and  often 
exaggerated*  Sgt  Bray  stated  that  she  has  made  such  observations  over  a long  perloi) 
of  time  and  that  ho  has.  expended  a great  amount  of  time  at  Mrs  Chaubarlln's  post  but 
was  never  able  to  observe  er  verify  such  sightings*  It  was  therefore  Sgt  Brays  opin- 
ion that  roliability  of  Mrs  Chamberlin  in  these  natters  would  be  rated  as  poor*
